Presenting a counter claim, the anti- 
prohibitionists said the “only legisla- 
ture in the land that made a dry 
gesture this winter was that of South 
Dakota.” 

“This happy little horoscope,” he 
added of the W, C. T. U. statement, 
“begins with the statement that ‘New 
Jersey is a fine example of wet fail- 
ure’—but just how do the Christian 
women teetotalers laugh off Senator 
Morrow's victory or the fact that 10 
out of New Jersey's 12 representatives 
in congress and both of her United 
States senators are fighting for re- 


peal of the eighteenth amendment?” 
The W. C. T. U. had said that 


all wet resolutions offered at the re- | 


cent legislature died in committee. 

Curran continued: 

“It is also said that ‘repeal at- 
tempts were defeated’ in Connecticut, 
Illinois and Rhode Island. The Con- 
necticut legislature has just petitioned 
congress for repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment, subject only to a favor- 
able referendum vote of the people olf 
Connecticut, which will be taken next 
year and easily carried. 

“The people of Illinois voted last 
fall 2 to 1 for repeal of both the 
eighteenth amendment ‘and the Illi- 
nojs enforcement act. 
C. T. U. governor—not the legislature 
—who nullified the people’s mandate 
by his veto of this repeal of the state 
enforcement act.” 

The Rhode Island legislature, he 
added, petitioned congress for repéal. 
while legislatures in Massachusetts. 
New York and Wisconsin declared 
against prohibition.

church with paintings depicting the 
various scenes in the Passion of Christ 
for the different stations of the cross, 
one of the usual adornments in Cath- 
olic churches. 

His first appeal was to Brangwyn, 
who sent a reply that he would exe- 
cute the whole series without charge. 
He recently sent his first shipment of 
six paintings. There was never a 
more surprised priest than Father 
Ryan when he unpacked the canvases. 

The scene of the last supper re- 
sembles more a session of a Dutch- 
Afri¢an communal eouncil than a 
gathering of Galilean orientals. The 
faces are grim, the faces of farmers 
and peasants. Judas, who is seen 
leaving the door, after having par- 
taken of the bread and wine, is a 
pleasant and jaunty young fellow with 
frock coat and white necktie, striped 
trousers and hard hat, in short, the 
usual costume affected by young 
Boers, 

The Christ figure is the most as- 
tonishing of all. Nothing of the gen- 
tle and suffering face. surrounded by 
a hale of light, so often the subject 
of mediaeval painters. He is blond, 
has a large mouth, sits gloomily star- 
ing in front of Him with deep smoul- 
dering eyes and has His fists clenched. 

John, the “beloved disciple,” is ab- 
solutely out of the conventional. In- 
stead of the type to which we have 
grown accustomed, a youth with long 
flowing curls, delicate hands and an 
almost feminine countenance, Brang- 
wyn has pictured a Dutch boy with 
close-cropped hair, heavy, coarst hands, 
who, like his Master, wears a work- 
man’s blouse of the type used by 
Duteh and French peasants on the 
farm. 

The priest's first impulse was to re- 
ject the pictures but instead he went 
to Pretoria and asked for an inter- 
view with Stephanus Eloff. 

Eloff is the grandson of Paul Kru- 
ger, the late president of the Trans- 
vaal republic, before the Boer war. 
Eloff is recognized as one of the 
ablest painters of the day in Europe. 
He is adviser on questions of art to 
the South African government of Gen- 
eral Hertzog.

WAR HERO SLAIN 


Executive 


BY FRENCH WIFE 


NEW ORLEANS, May 18.—(UP) 
' Edgar Bouligny, the first American 
| to be wounded in the World War, 
twice cited for bravery in battle, a 
hero of the French foreign legion 
and winner of the croix de guerre, met 
‘death here today at the hands of his 
French war bride. 

' Bouligny was fatally wounded by 
his wife at their apartment in

ny, alternately hysterical and calm, 
was booked on a charge of manslaugh- 
ter which later was dismissed, and 
she was released on the grounds that 
she had fired in self-defense. 

The weapon which snuffed out the 
life of the dashing seldier who: sur- 
vived four battle wounds, and aerial 
participation during the entire World 
War, was a .22 calibre revolver of in- 
expensive make, 

“He beat me—and cursed me,” Mrs. 
Bouligny told the United Press. “As 
much as I loved him I felt I had to 
kill him in order that he would not 
kill me as he had threatened to do.” 


“We had been quarreling for several 
days,’ she continued. “This morning 
he threw a shoe at me, and then 
kicked me in the head. I ran for the 
pistol in another room. 

“Things seemed to go black—I did 
not want to kill my dear Edgar, my 
hero, but I fired three shots at him. 
He went downstairs and fell in the 
courtyard. | knew he was dead be- 
cause blood was streaming from his 
head.” 

The woman had neighbors call po- 
lice. 

At the police station where she was 
questioned it was necessary for her 
to use an interpreter as she could not 


speak sufficient English to make her- 


- self understood. 


Bouligny, who is a direct descendant 


| of General Dominique De Bouligny, 


who led Napoleon's troops in Louisi- 
ana, joined the forces of his fore- 
fathers during the early days of the 
World War. 

In the foreign legion he distinguish- 
ed himself for bravery. Upon Ameri- 
ca's entrance into the conflict he left 
the French Lafayette escadrille, fa- 
mons flying corps, to the American 
flying corps. 

It was in Paris during the last days 
of the war that Bouligny met Odile 
Hubeau, a photographer for a French 
newspaper. 

Bouligny's life was an adventurous 
one. At 17 he was shanghaied from a 
boat bound from San Francisco to 
China. He tried gold mining in Ne 
vada and was a sailor off the African 
coast. 

Upon his return to New Orleans 
after the war he was accorded one of 
the most lavish welcomes ever bestow- 
ed upon a returning hero. 

Paul Ayres Rockwell recorded 
Bouligny'’s story in his book, “Ameri- 
can Fights in the Foreign Legion.”

CLEVELAND, May 18.—(AP)—The Cleveland boxing commis- 
sion announced tonight that the Max Schmeling-Young Stribling 
heavyweight title bout here July 3 will not be decided on a foul. 

Apparently the main fact of the decision of the commission will 
be final, for both of the fighters agreed in their contracts to abide 
by the rules of the commission. 

However, there are a Jot of other possibilities concerning a foul 
blow which have not been settled. 

It is possible, for instance, that a foul blow might be struck 
and one of the boxers be so injured he would be unable to continue 
the fight or it might be that one of them would claim mistakenly to 
be the victim of a foul, when the blow was not foul. 

In either case, the purpose of the commission’s rule is to pre- 
vent either of the fighters from, being called the winner. 

But if the fight should il iehsed with such an ending, there 
would still remain the question: ““What is to be done about it?” 

So the commission has indicated it will consider amending the 
no-foul decision rule, putting cash penalties on fouling so heavy 
that the fighters will be careful to keep their blows up. One plan 
suggested to the commission would be for the man’who strikes a 
blow seriously foul—provided it ended the fight—to lose entirely 
his share of the gate receipts, while the victim of the blow would 
lose one-half. :

Mr. Beck’s rise in the business

| tention to the hardware trade. 
| 1870 he was taken into the firm ~t 
| Tommey & Stewart as a_ partner, 
| the concern being changed to Tommey, 
Stewart & Beck. Ten years 
he was the senior partner, with the | 
firm styled Beck, Gregg & Company. 
In 1883, Mr. Beck organized the busi- | 
ness into what was the first corpora- 
tion in the south, incorporating as. 
Beck & Gregg Hardware Company, ' 
the present style. 
Civie Honors. 


Along with success in business came | 
civic honors and duties. Among these | 
was his election to the presidency of | 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce in 
1900. He had been a charter member 
of the Atlanta Board of Trade, out of 
which the Chamber of Commerce was 
established. 

From youth, Lewis Beck had faced 
life as an orphan bey, and conquered 
it. When wealth rewarded his suc- 
cess, he did not forget the struggles 
of youth. He established “educational | 
and charitable funds through which | 


aid young men and women prepare! 
themselves for life. 

Among these were the Lewis H. 
Beck Educational Fund of $00,000 | 
for worthy young men and women at 
Emory University, established in 
1921: a similar fund of $25,000 for 
Georgia Tech students in 1922; the 
Mothers’ Memorial Fund at Wesley- 
an College for $26,000, set up in 1923 ; 
a $25,000 Atlanta Orphans’ Fund in 
1924, ‘and a Tallulah Falls Industrial 
Se +hool Fund of $25,000, in 1925, 
1921 he had provided a fund of $1,- 
000 for honor medals for Boy Scouts. 
The Lewis H. Beck Y. W. C. A. Fund 
of $10,000, to provide worthy giris 
with education in ¢commercial schools 
of Atlanta, was set up in 1922. An 
equivalent amount was set aside the 
following year for superannuated 
Methodist preachers. A gift of $5,000 
to the Atlanta Home for Old Wom- 
en was = by Mr. Beck in 1925, 
and in 1927 a gift of $5,000 to the 
Emory U faiversity Expansion Fund. 

Despite his advanced years, Mr. 
‘Beck exhibited a remarkable vitality 
| and liveliness and continued interest
